He seems to feel it meet that he should 
drink, and says that he never went on a spree 
that it did not end in trouble for him. This 
he says, is no exception to the rule, though 
he never became so deeply entangled before. 

He tells of his troubles with a kind of 
bravatio, aud always winds up with the 
statement that his young and pretty wife’s’ 
fondness for other men drove him to the 
life of a “tramp.” The fact is Lingo 
thought this woman who came here with 
the murdered man was his wife, and was 
following them. To a negro man whom he 
encountered just as he entered the city 
Thursday evening he stated that the woman 
was his wife; that he had followed the pair 
from Florida, and he intended to run them 


| down and have his revenge from her, 


Finding them. he no doubt discovered his 
mistake; but the prevailing theory is that 
he attempted to 1 the woman to 
forsake the man whom she called her broth- 
er and go with him, It is thought a fight 
then occurred between the men over the 
woman which resulted in Lingo’s taking 
Smith's life. Many believe the woman was 
not present when the killing was done, 
while there are others who as strongly be 
lieve that she was an eyewitness to the 
tragedy, but fears she will be implicated if 
she tells what she knows. 

So fur no confession has been made by 
either further than that given in the coro- 
ner’s investigation. At that time mention 
was made of a scene between Lingo and 
his wife abuut a year ago. I have secured 
the following account of the affair publish- 
ed in the Columbus papers at the time: 

“A young wife, an angry husband and two 
gay young Lotharios were the actors in a 
dramatic scene at the union depot Sunday 
morning. 

The article then states that a half-hour 
before the train from Americus arrived a 
young, pretty and trim figured girl entered 
the depot and went to the waiting room. 
She was followed soon by a small man with 
black mustache, who went immediately to 
her, and was evidently engaged in trying to 
get her to agree to something which she as 
evidently refused to di¥ 

The man then sought a policeman to whom 
he stated his name was George Lingo, and 
the girl was his sixteen-year-old wife who 
had run away from him, and he had rea- 
sons to suspect she was there to meet two 
young men from Americus. and if they 
came there would be trouble. But a 
few minutes passed when the train rolled 
under the shed and from it a youth with 
red hair, followed by another with black 
locks, alighted and proceeded to immediate- 
7 join the fair young wife of George 
ingo. But Lingo called a halt, and told 
them the first one to go to her would 
get hurt. They both stopped and a dis- 
cussion arose, when the poli.,eman put the 

oung wife in a hack and sent her to a 
oarding house. Then the cause of the 
trouble being removed, the three men sepa- 
rated and left the depot. Lingo learned 
through the day that a plan had been ar- 
ranged for his wife to board the train going 
to Ameri at the depot and meet the two 
young m@h at the switch. when all would 
proceed to Americus. The husband frus- 
trated the plan, saying at the time that the 
woman was his legal wife and until he 
obtained a divorce he intended to see that 
she should have no further communication 
with Jesse Hawkins and T. M. Mims. 

Since that time they plunged into deeper 
trouble. He says he has been a wanderer 
on the face of the earth. From his own 
statement, however, he led his pretty wife 
a rough life. He has been wild and dissi- 

ted. He admits that hi. father kept 

im in the station house at one time twenty- 
one days to break him from drinking. e 
never went on a spree that he didn’t resolve 
to reform and quit his bad habits but the 
temptation was frresistible. 

It is very pitiable to hear him tell of 
his experience and sufferings on account of 
his marital difficulties and his dissipations. 

His father has been communicated with 
about his son’s trouble and the charges 
against him, but so far nothing has been 
heard from him. 

Court convenes here tomorrow and his 
case will be investigated by the grand jury. 
Several other important criminal cases will 
come up before that august body. 

Considerable feeling was expressed by the 
citizens in that part of the city where the 
murder was committed Friday morning be- 
cause the police refused to come out there 
when telephoned to that a murder had been 
committed. Policeman S. M. Perdue, who 
answered the call, said that his understand- 
ing was that he was wanted to arrest a 
crazy negro woman and replied that he 
was not allowed to leave the streets and 
couldn’t come. The matter will probably 
receive the attention of the council. 

Good for Hickory Head. 


Quitman, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)-- 
Since the first of January Brooks county 
has shipped several carloads of hogs to 
Macon, and the Hickory Heads district has 
furnished just about all of them. To be 
exact the hogs shipped, 453 in all, sold for 

2,806.74, and of this amount $2,703.34 
was paid into the Hickory Head district. 
The hogs were all shipped by Mr. Corne- 
lius Long.

One night last week the same gang 
stole two horses and a mule from the stable 
of Mr. Paul Lee and rode them down into 
Effingham, near Sister’s ferry, where the 
animals were turned loose. Mr. Lee re- 
covered his stock, but the negroes, it is 


thought, went over into Carolina. They 


are natives in this section and will probably 
come back very soon. 

The desperadoes are well armed with pis- 
tols and rifles and roam the country, a terror 
to law-abiding people of their own race and 
a cause of apprehension to all. As long as 
they go about in this high-handed style no 
man’s premises are safe. It will not do 
to let them go uncaptured and unpunished. 

We hear there is a probability that a 
petition will be sent the governor asking that 
a reward be offered for their capture. If 
they are not caught very soon this movement 
should take shape. For the good and safety 
of the county nothing should be left undone 
to run these outlaws down and them 
within the clutches of the court.

They urge with much weight the fact that 
nothing so helps the schools as good buiid- 
inge, and that every new and eommodious 
school building planted in the midst of a 
community is a moving power towards the 
consummation of better education, more 
stable government and purer morals.

points, one at the beginning aud oue at 
the close, but both upside down. 

Thank for the wealth of mollusks 
all up and down the earth, whether feed- 
ing the Israelites on their way to the land 
flowing with milk and honey, or, as we are 
better 1 1 with the moll when 
flung to the beach of lake or sea. There are 
three great families of them. If I should 
ask you to name three of the great royal 
families of the earth, perhaps you would re- 
spond the.house of Stuart, the house of 

burg, the house of Bourbon, but the three 
royal families of are the univalve 
or shell in one part, the bivalve, or shell 
in two parts, and the multivaive, or shell 
iu many parts, and I see in their ev- 
ery hinge, in every tooth, in their 
every cartilage, in their every li ent, 
in their every spiral ridge, and in their 
every color, prism on priam, and their 
adaptation of thin shell for still ponds 
and thick coatings for boisterous seas. 
They all dash upon me the thought of the 
providential care of God. What is the use 
of all this architecture of the shell, and 
why is it pictured from the outside lip 
clear down into its labarinths of construc- 
tion? Why the infinity of skill and ra- 
diance in a shell? What is the use of the 
color and exquisite curve of a thing so in- 
significant as a shell fish? Why, when the 
conchologist by dredge or rake, fetches 
the crustaceous specimens to the shore, 
does he find at his feet whole Alhambras 
and Colosseums and Parthenons and Crys- 
tal palaces of beauty in miniature, and 
these bring to light only an infinitesimal 
part of the opulence in the 8 subaqueous 
world. Linaeus counted 2,500 species of 
shells, but conchology had then only be- 
gun its achievements. While exploring the 
bed of the Atlantic ocean in preparation 

r laying the cable,-shelled animals were 

rought up from depths of 1,900 fathoms. 
When lifting the telegraph wire from the 
Mediterranean and Red seas, shelled creat- 
ures were brought vp from depths of 2,000 
fathoms. The English admiralty, explor- 
ing in behalf of science, found mollusks 
at a depth of 2,435 fathoms, or 4,210 feet 
deep. What a realm awful for vastness! 

As the shell is only house and the 
wardrobe of insignificant animals of the 
deep, why all that wonder and beauty of 
construction? God's care for them is the 
only reason. And if God provide so mu- 
nificently for them will he not see that 
you bave wardrobe and shelter? Wardrobe 
and shelter for the periwinkle, shall there 
not be wardrobe and shelter for a man? 
Would God give coat of mail for the de- 
fence of a Nautilus and leave you no de- 
fence against the storm? Does he build 
a stone house for a creature that lasts a 
season and leave without home a soul that 
takes hold on centuries and aeons? Hugh 
Miller found “The Footprints of the Cre- 
ator in the Old Red Sandstone,” and I 
hear the harmonies of God in the nnukle 
of the sea shells when the tides come in. 
The same Christ who drew a lesson of prov- 
idential care from the fact that God clothes 
the grass of the field instructs me to draw 
the same lesson from the shells. 

In almost every man’s life, however. well 

and prosperous. for yenrs,. and in al- 
most every woman's life there comes a 
very dark time at least once. A conjune- 
‘tion of circumstances will threaten bank- 
ruptey and homelessness and starva@on. 
It may be that these words will meet the 
ear or will meet the eye of those who are 
in such state of forboding. Come, then, 


and see how God gives an ivory palace to 


a water animal that you could cover with a 
ten-cent N and clothes in armor against 
all attack, a coral no bigger than a snow- 
flake I do not think that God will take 
better care of a bivalve than of one of his 
own children. I rake to your feet with the 
gospel rake the most thorough er- 
idence of God's care for his cren- 
tures. I. pile around you great 
mounds of shells that they may teach 
you a most comforting theology. Oh, ye 
of little faith walk among these arbors of 
coraline and look at the bouquets of shells 
fit to be handed a queen on her coronation 
day, and see these fallen rainbows of color, 
and examine these lilies in stone, these 
primroses in stone, these heliotropes in stone, 
these cowslips in stone, these geraniums 
in stone, these japonicas in stone. Oh, 
ye, Who have your telescopes ready, look- 
ing out on the clear nights, trying to see 
what is transpiring in Mars, Jupiter and 
Mercury, know that within a few hours’ 
walk or ride of where you now are, there 
are whole worlds that you might explore, 
but of which you are unconscious and among 
the most beautiful and suggestive of these 
worlds is the conchological world. Take 
this esson of a providential care. How does 
that old hymn go? 
We may, like ships, by tempest be tossed 
Un perilous dees, but eannot be last. 
Though Satan enregea the wind and the tide, 
The promise assures us, the Lord will pro- 


vide. 

But while you get this pointed lesson of 
providentia] care from the shelled creatures 
of the deep, notice in their construction 
that Gods helps them to help themselves. 
This house of stone in which they live 
is not dropped on them and is not built 
around them. The material for it exudes 
from their own bodies and is adorned with 
a colored fluid from the pores of their own 
neck. It is a most interesting thing to see 
these crustacean —- fashion their own 
homes out of carbonate of lime and mem- 
brane. And of all this is a 
mighty lesson to those who are 
waiting for others to bulld their 
fortunes, when they ought to go to work 
and, like the mollusks, build their own for- 
tunes out of their own brain, out of their 
own sweat, out of their own industries. 
Not a mollusk on all the beaches of all the 
seas wouft, have a house of shell, if it had 
not itself built one: Do not wait for others 
to shelter you or prosper you. All the crus- 
taceous creatures of the earth, from every 
flake of their covering and from every 
ridge of their tiny castles on Atlantic and 
Pacific and Mediterranean coasts says: 
Help yourself while God helps you to help 
yourself.”

my study of the conchology of the Bible, 
this onycha of the text also 
with the fact that religion is perfumed. 
What else could God have meant when he 
said to Moses: “Take unto thee sweet 
3 stacte and onycha?“ Moses took 
that shell of the onycha, put it over the fire 
and as it crumbled into ashes it exhaled 
an odor that hung.in every curtain and filled 
the ancient tabernacle and its sweet smoke 
recincts and sat- 
Perfume! That is 
what religion is. But, instead of that, 
some make it a malodor. They serve God 
in a rough and acerb way. They box their 
child’s ears because he does not properly 
keep Sunday instead of making Sunday so 
attractive the child eould not help but keep 
it. They make him learn by heart a diffi- 
cult chapter in the book of Exodus with all 
the hard names because he has been naugh- 
ty. How many disagreeable good people 
there are. No one doubts their piety, and 
they will reach heaven, but they will have 
to get fixed up before they go there or they 
will make trouble by calling out to us, 
1 off that r What do you mean 
by p ier that flower?’ “Show your 
tickets!“ Oh, how many ChriStain people 
need to obey my text and take into their 
worship and their behavior and their con- 
sodiations and presbyteries and general 
assemblies and conferences more onycha. 
I have sometimes gone in a very gale of 
spirit into the presence of some disagreeable 
ristians and in five minutes fel? wretched, 
and at some other time I have gone de- 
pressed into the company of suave and 
genial souls and in a few moments I felt 
exhilarant. What wae the difference? It 
was the difference in what they burnt on 
their censers. The one burnt onycha; the 

other burnt asafoetida. 
In this conchological study of the Bible 
I also notice that the mollusks or shelled 
animals furnish the purple that you see richly 
darkening so/many scripture chapters. The 
purple stuff in the ancient tabernacle, the 
purple girdle of the priests, the purple 
mantle of Roman emperors, the apparel of 
Dives in purples and fine linen, aye, the 
purple robe, which in mockery, was thrown 
upon Christ, were colored by the purple of 
the shells on the shores of the Mediterra- 
nean. It was discovered by a shepherd's 
dog having stained his mouth by breaking 
one of the shells and the purple aroused 
admiration. Costly purple! Six pounds of 
the purple liquor extracted from the shell- 
fishes was used to prepare one pound of 
wool. Purple was also used on the pages 
of books. Bible and prayer books appeared 
in purple vellum, which may still be found 
in some of the national libraries of Europe. 
Plutarch speaks of some 22 which kept 
ts beauty for one hundred and ninety 
years. But after awhile the pores became 
easier to get and that which had been a 
sign of imperial authority when worn in 
robes was adopted by many people and so 
an emperor jealous of his appropriation of 
the purple made a law that any one except 
royalty wearing purple should be put to 
death. Then, as if to purnish the world 
for that outrage: of exclusiveness, God 
obliterated the cqlor from the earth, as 
much as to say:? “If all cannot have it. 
none shall have it.” But though God has 
deprived the race of that shell fish which 
afforded the purple, there are shells enough 
left to make us glad and worshipful. Oh, 
the entrancement of hue and shape still 
left all up and down the beaches of all 
the continents! These creatures of the sea 
have what roofs of enameled porcelain! - 
They dwell under what pavilions, blue as 
the sky and fiery as a sunset and myste- 
rious as an aurora! And am 1 not right in 


leading ‘you, for a few moments, through 


this mighty realm of God so neglected by 
human eye and human footstep? It is 
naid that the h and lute were invented 
from the fact that in Egypt, the Nile 
overflowed its banks, and when the waters 
retreated, tortoises were left by the million 
on all the lands, and these tortoises died, 
and soon nothing was left but the carti- 
lages and gristle of these creatures, which 
tightened under the heat into musical 
strings that, when touched by the wind or 
the foot of man, vibrated, making sweet 
sounds, and so the world togk the hint and 
fashioned the harp; and am I not right in 
trying to make music out of the shells, 
and lifting them as a harp, from which to 
thrum the jubilant praises of the Lord and 
the pathetic strains of human condolence? 
But I find the climax of this conchology 
of the Bible in the pearl, which has this 
distinction above all other gems that it re- 
quires no human hand to bring out its beau- 
ties. Job speaks of it and its sheen is in 
Cigrist’s sermon, amd the Bible, which 
opens with the onycha of my text. closes 
with the pearl. Of such value is this crus- 
taceous product, I do not wonder that, for 
the exclusive right of fishing for it on the 
shores of Ceylon, a man paid to the Eng- 
lish government $600,000 for one season. 
So exquisite is the pearl, I do not wonder 
that Pliny thought it was made out of a 
drop of dew, the creature rising to the sur- 
face to take it, and the chemistry of nature 
turning the 5 into a solid. Lou will 
see why the Bible makes so much of the 
pearl in its similitudes if you know how 
much it costs to get it. Boats with divers 
sail out from the islands of Ceylon, ten 
divers to each boat. Thirteen men guige 
and manage the boat. Down into the dan- 
gerous depths, amid sharks that swirl 
around them, plunge the divers, while sixty 
thousand people anxiously gaze on. After 
three or four minutes’ absence from the air, 
the diver ascends, nine-tenths stranguluted 
and blood rushing from ears and nostrils, 
and flinging his pearly treasure on the sand, 
falls into unconsciousness. Oh, it is an 
awful exposure and strain and peril to fish 
for pearls, and yet they do so, and is it 
not a wonder that to get that which the 
Bible calls the pearl of great price, worth 
more than all the peans put together, there 
should be so little anxiety, so little strug- 
gling, so little enthusiasm. Would God 
that we were all as wise as the merchant- 
man Christ commended, “who, when he 
had found one pearl of great price, went 
and sold all that he had and bought it.’ 
But what thrills me with suggestiveness 
is the material out of which all pearls are 
made. They are fashioned from the wound 
of the shell fish. The exudation from that 
wound is fixed and hardened and enlarged 
into a pearl. The ruptured vessels of the 
water animal fashioned the gem that now 
adorns finger or ear-ring or sword hilt or 
king’s crown. So, out of the wounds of 
earth will come the pearls of heaven. 
Out of the wound of conviction the pearl 
of pardon. Out of the wound of bereave- 


ment the pearl of solace. Out of the wound 


of loss the pearl of gain. Out of the deep 
wound of the grave the pearl of resurrection 
joy. Out of the wounds of a Savior's life 
and a Savior’s death, the rich, the radiant, 
the everlasting pearl of heavenly gladness 
„And the twelve gates were twelve pearls.

A Modest Millionaire. 

There is some talk of making Mr. P. 
D. Armour mayor of Chicago during the 
world’s fair year. , 

Mr. Armour has his doubts about it, 
and is quoted as saying: “I am not a 
politician. I used to be a pork packer, 
but I think I am something of a 
back number now. I still think I would 
make a bétter pork packer than I would 
a politician.” 

This modest millionaire is mistaken 
in calling himself a back number. He 
is still a first-class business man, and 
the Atlanta idea that municipal govern- 
ment is a matter of business is destined 
to spread until large cities like Chicago 
will be glad to call their successful mer- 
chants and manufacturers to the front 
rather than their professional politicians. 

As a rule, the average American brainy 
man of business is not a back number 
in anything that concerns the welfare of 
his community. He is generally a safe 
adviser, and his honesty and firmness 
make him a valuable and trustworthy 
public servant. We do not undertake to 
say that Mr. Armour is the best man 
for the mayor's chair of his city. Mr. 
Hesing and others mentioned in that 
connection would doubtless make satis- 
factory executives. The general point 
that we make is that the best types of 
our business men are never failures in 
the administration of public affairs. They 
are especially successful in municipal 
positions, and in our national councils 
there have been distinguished examples 
of this class of officials who have left 
behind them records remarkable for 
brilliancy and usefulness. 


A Muddled Editor. 

A republican editor says: “Senator 
Gorman gives notice to the democrats 
that, by the Ist of July next, they will 
have to increase the revenues of the 
government. In other words, they will 
have to reform the tariff by imposing ad- 
ditional taxes.“ 

This is the way that quite a number of 
the high tariff newspapers impose on 
themselves and on ther readers. They 
seem to lose sight altogether of the fact 
that high Arties decrease customs re- 
ceipts. A tari tax may be so high as 
to prevent importation, or it may be 
high enough to reduce importations of 
the article on which the duty is laid. 
On the other hand, a reduction of the 
same tax to the revenue point will stimu: 
late importation and, consequently ’ swell 
customs receipts, 

The McKinleyites do not seem to per 
ceive this simple fact, or, if they do, they 
persistently ignore it. In order to raise 
more revonue, the democrats do nof need 
to increase the tax on any are. All 
that is necessary to do is 2b reduce the 
high duties, and by at means stimulate 
a heavy increase’in imports. | 

It may be necessary to restore the tax 
on sugar. which is purely a tax for 
revep". only; and it certainly will be 
necessary if Hawaii is te be annexed, 
for the sugar industry in that country is 
sarge enough to increase the sugar bounty 
fund to ten or fifteen millions of dollars 
annually—an increase that will be a 
heavy draft on the resources of the 
people’s treasury. 

A tariff for revenue only is a much 
simpler affair than the McKinleyites 
imagine. It is sure to satisfy and please 
the people. The only trouble is that it 
will not be put in operation as promptly 
as the tax-ridden public desires. 


Reducing Cotton Acreage. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
hopes that satisfactory results will be 
achieved at the Memphis meeting of the 
Cotton Planters’ Association this week. 

Our contemporary holds that the cotton 
growing industry is now in a critical posi- 
tion, and urges the planters to unite in 
producing a small crop that will bring a 


high price. It says: 

If the crop could be absolutely regulated in 
accordance with the acreage planted it might 
not be a difficult matter to insure just about 
the quantity desired, but weather conditions 
are an all-important factor which can neither 
be foretold nor avoided. Consequently, to be 
on the safe side, it will be necessary, in esti- 
mating the requisite acreage, to take into con- 
sideration the probable yield. The average 
for the past seventeen years has been 177 
pounds, or .352-5 bale per acre. During 
that time the yield for four years exceeded 
200 pounds per acre; for three years it was 
between 180 and 200 pounds; for four years 
between 170 and 180 pounds; for three years 
between 160 and 170 pounds, and for three 
years less than 160 pounds. It would seem, 
then, that 177 pounds would be a fair average 
On this basis 18,000,000 acres would give a 
crop of 6,372,000 bales, but if the yield should 
be the same as in 1890-91 the crop wonld be 
7,560,000 bales, and if the yield were that of 
1891-92 the crop would be 7,920,000 bales. 
The present crop is variously estimated us 
grown on from 16,000,000 to 18,000,000 acres. 
and if the latter figure is accepted as more 
nearly co. rect, it is evident that. in order to 
insure a crop of not over 7,000,000 bales for 
the coming season, it will be desirable tc 
make # reduction of from 10 to 15 per cent 
in the acreage planted this year. 

The next crop should be so regulated 
as to fill the wants of spinners, and yet 
not leave such a surplus as to burden the 


succeeding year. The problem is how to 
secure general co-operation.

Lent, therefore, is the opportunity of the 
soul to be purified, strengthened, 28 
in virtue; it is the sowing season of faith, 
it brings the day-dreams of hope, it is the hill 
from which charity views its wide and widen- 
ing field of action, 

As a testimony to the great mass of human 
society which cares for none of these things, 
that there is a sincere purpose in those who 
are called by the name of Christ, thg church 
upon her knees in the attitude of penitence 
and prayer cannot be confounded with any 
of those policies which pervade lives given 
over to pleasure or worldliness. , 

The church utters in Lent a message to the 
world, “Straight is the gate and narrow is 
the way that leadeth unto life.“ Men of 
wealth she bids remember whose are the 
goods which they have accumulated. ‘“I'he 
silver and the gold are mine,“ saith the Lord 
of hosts. To pleasure seekers she utters the 
warning, “Rejoice, O, young man, in thy 
youth, but know that for all these things 
God will bring thee into judgment.” 

But the peculiar design of the church in es- 
tablishing the precedent of this season, with 
its special acts, is to rehabilitate her- own 
sons and daughters. 

It matters not what the world says or 
thinks on this subject. For those who have 
received the regeneration at the holy font of 
the church, and yet more those who have 
been sealed with the unction of the Holy Ghost 
and have partaken of her altar, there is an ev- 
ident duty, the fulfillment of which can alone 
demonstrate a character for constancy of 
belief and life.

in communions, with such aids as pastoral) 
advice and suitable books can furnish.

Montgomery, Ala., February 19.—Last 
night the senate passed the Sayer election 
bill.

Lieutenant Satterlee Is Going to Inaugu- 
rate a New Scheme—Military Gossip 
and News Here and There. 


Every Officer of every military company 
in the state will have to stand an examina- 


Aion pretty soon. 


Lieutenant Satterlee, who is the assistant 
adjutant general of the state, has prepared 
the scheme of the examination to which 
he will soon put all of the state officers in 
all of the companies, and in wich they 
will have to show that they are “capable of 
attending To the @ities of their positons. 
It will be a matter of much interest to the 
officers and to the members of every com: 
pany in the state for the reason that it 
will cause them to turn their attention to 
the little nice points of the new tactics 
with more diligence than they have yet 
done, perhaps, 

Lieutenant Satterlee has a list of ques- 
tions for the majors, anothen for the colo- 
nels, another for the captains, another for 
the lieutenants and one for the other officers 
on down He will send these 
out in the near future and will have all the 
officers of the companies that go to make 
up. the state volunteer soldiery stand the 
examination and report as to their proficien- 
cy on the questions that have been put to 
them in the paper in question. 

Lieutenant Satterlee will leave Atlanta 
in the near future to go to Savannah for the 
purpose of taking a look Into the conditon 

the new companies in that city which 
are desirous of entering the ranks of the 
state forces. It will be remembered that 


there were two companies in Savannah that | 


were by the state military ad- 
visory board at the last meeting of the 
board, but which, like the other companies 
of the state thus recognized by the — 
cannot enter the ranks of the volunteers 
unless they furnish their own arms and 
accoutrements. is the Savannah com- 
panies have done and the lieutenant will 
have to go down and jnspect the companies 
before they will be allowed to enter the 
ranks of the state troops. If they show up 
all right and buy the right kind of guns 
and accoutrements they will be admitted. 

From Savannah Lieutenant Satterlee will 
go to Augusta, where there are two more 
companies that have signified their will- 
ingness to enter the ranks on the condi- 
tions set forth by the governor when he 
refused the companies admittance, that 
they will have to buy their own arms. The 
Augusta companies have already purchased 
their arms and will soon be ready to be 
inspected on dress parade by the lieutenant. 
The companies in Atlanta that applied for 
admittance to the ranks of the state troops 
have taken no step in the direction of se- 
curing their accoutrenients. 

They say they will have to grin and bear 
it unless the government sends some guns 
to the state in the near future. 

The trouble seems to be_that the Hiber- 
nian Rifles and the Capital City Guards 
have spent too much money on their re- 
spective armories to blow in several hun- 
dred dollars for the purchase of firearms for 
the companies. They have gone to too 
much trouble and expense in the organiza- 
tion of their companies and Were expect- 
ing to be brought into the ranks by the 
state military board as soon as the appli- 
cation was taken in hand by the state mili- 
tary . They were not led to believe 
that there would be any difficulty in the 
way of their being taken in the ranks and 
for this reason were taken altogether by 
surprise.

Something About Attractions Coming to 
Atlanta—Some of the New Things

The past week has brought several novel - 
ties to New York. Dunlap in his review of 
the week says of them: Dumas's ‘Francil- 
lon,’ the name of The Marriage 8 
tre,’ — = by the Potter-Bellew com- 
bination at the Fourteenth Street theater on 
Monday.

Breaker,’ was also seen in New York for the 
first time. It is of the buzz-saw, blood-ting-

„Well, you see,“ he said, “I have had twenty 
people to die in my hotel of yellow fever, 
and have been obliged to bury most of them 
at my own expense. It is simply a matter 
of self-protection. If you die I'll bury you 
decently, spending the whole $25 on your in- 
terment. Qn the other hand if you don’t ge 
I'll give you back the money when you 
leave. “I gave him the deposit, but I had 
not been in the house forty-eight hours before 
there were three deaths. In the meantime the 
hotel men had appealed to the local authori- 
ties, who guaranteed to bury the dead, as- 
suming all expense. I do not know whether 
these three people who died had paid a de- 
posit or not, but I do know that the man who 
is now a Boniface in Gotham had the bodies 
loaded into a wagon and dumped unceremoni- 
ously onto the floor of the vacant room, which 
courtesy, but nothing else called a morzuc. 
These bodies were buried in cheap coffins 
without a stone to mark their resting places, 
and no last messages were conveyed to friends 
in foreign lands.

as THE OBJECTIONS THE PEOPLE HAVE 
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on coming out of the church of the St. 


Augustin at Paris, after the death of the 
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de Poris— An Interesting 
Sketch of Prince Victor-—How He 
Maintains an Imperial Household. 


Paris, January 20.—Why do not the 
“pretenders take adveantage of the pres 
ent situation in France to endeavor to 
overthrow the republican form of govern- 
ment aud to establish themselves 
by some bold coup at the head 
of the nation? That is a  ques- 
tion which is on everybody's lips 
at this moment and can only be answered 
by a short description of the peculiar po- 
sition in which both the Comte de Paris 
and Prince Victor Bonaparte find them- 
selves. Neither the one nor the other 
enjoys any personal popularity in France. 
They each have a number of followers 
ho are devoted to their cause and to the 
political principles which they are sup- 
posed to represent. But of personal at- 
tachment there is none,and it is a remark- 
able coincidence that in the royalists as 
well as in the imperialist camp the prin- 
ces who do possess the individual good 
Will and affection of the members of their 


party as well as the respect and regard 


of the remainder of their countrymen, 
are precisely those two, namely Prince 
Henry 

no po- 

any kind 

and no basis, for the present at any 
rate, upon which to found any claims to 
supreme power in France. The objec 
tions to both the Comte de Paris and to 
Prince Victor Bonaparte are easy to un- 
derstand when the character of the 
French people is taken into considera- 
tion. The French fail to appreciate the 
Comta de Paris because he is too dull, 
heavy and, above all, aggressively re- 
spectable. They would prefer a king, 
if royalty is to be restored, who reflects 
toacertain extent not only the virtues 
but also to a degree the small 
vices of the nation. To this 
day there is no king in the 
history of the French who occupies a 
Warmer corner in the French heart than 


King Henry IV, of jovial memory. No 


one could ever have accused him of being 
puritanical in his private conduct, but his 
indiscretions were of a royal character 
with nothing vulgar or mean about them 
and thus differing altogether from those 
of the Comte de Paris’s son, the duke 
of Orleans or of Prince Victor Napoleon. 
The French feel that there is nothing

acter of the Comte de Paris and that,

Prine Victor is tall, dark and very good- 
looking, his features being clean-cut and 
cameolike, similar to those of his grand 
uncle, the first emperor, Napoleon His 
air is black and his face clean shaven, 
we fOr a thick, dark mustache.

Louise. The mansion is handsomely fur- 
nished and filled from cellar to garret 
with relics of the first Napoleon, and 
Prince Victor has managed to obtain 
nearly all the white and gold furniture 
which filled the boudoir of the Empress 
hne at Malmuison. Regimental 

of the grand army, coats, hats, 
swords and orders worn by the first 
Napoleon, as well as his articles of toilet, 
are arranged in glass cases 
in the various salons and anterooms, and 
in Prince Victor's study is the death mask 
of the great emperor, taken just befors his 
interment at- St. Helena. Prince Victor 
has also an immense number of letters 
which passed between Napoleon and Jo- 
hine, and his collection of Napoleoniae 
has been still further increased by 

his younger brother Louis, who, having 
inherited all of their father’s property, 
forwarded to Brussels, prior to 
his departure for Russia, most 
of those things which he considered as 


likely to interest and please Prince Vic- 
tor. The servants of the household are 
, @trayed in green liveries, slightly embroid- 


ered with gold bees, and similar to those 


5 1 of worn by the domesticity of the Tuiltries 


on the palmy days of the empire. A couple

must be borne 11 d that Prince Victor 
has absolutely no money of his own. His 
father cut him off without a penny in his 
will, and his aunt, Princess Mathilde 
Bonaparte, although the most generous of 
women, has absolutely declined to give 
him a single franc or to have anything 
whatsoever to do with him since the day, 
long before his exile from France, when 
she was forced by his disgraceful conduct 
to close the doors of her house against 
him. And yet, Princess Mathilde is no 
prude, her liasons in former times having 
been as numerous as they were notorious. 
but her nephew Victor was more than 
even she could stand. 

Prince Victor at the present moment, is 
dependent for his subsistence upon an al- 
lowance of $10.000 a year,granted to him 
by his brother, and upon the contributions 
of a certain limited number of Bonapart- 
ists who, having realized handsome for- 
tunes during the days of the third empire, 
are now moved by a feeling partly of 
gratitude and partly of interest in the pos- 
sibility of a Bonaparte restoration, to con- 
tribute something towards the support of 
the pretender. It is likewise a matter of 
public notoriety in Europe that the prince 
derives other means of support from 
sources less avowable than these, and that 
he is in a measure still dependent on the 
generosity of ladies of mature years whose 
wealth is more considerable than their 
morality. It was only about a year ago 
that the Empress Eugenie herself de- 
mauwded of Prince Victor under the pen- 
alty of excluding him from any share in 
her will that he should break the dis- 
graceful attachment, or rather attach- 
ments, which cause at the ‘present mo- 
ment, his name to be regarded as a very 
by-word and term of reproach to all re- 
spectable people. The empress even 
went so far as to offer him an allowance 
of $6,000 a year on condition that he 
would cut loose from these degrading in- 
timacies. It seems, however, that the 
amount of money he derives therefrom, 
must be in excess of tha allowance of- 
fered by the empress as he refused to 
accept her offer and turned a deaf ear to 
her demands. I may add that Prince 
Victor was educated partly at Vevay, in 
Switzerland and subsequently at Paris in 
one of the great public lycees. He served 
for a year in the French army as a pri- 
vate, being stationed, if I remember right- 
ly, at Bordeaux. 

There is one thing to be said of him 
which cannot be said of any of the Bo- 
napartes that have gone before; for he 
belongs in every sense of the word to 
the royal caste, a distinction which neith- 
er the first: Napoleon nor Napoleon III 
could claim. He is as well born as any 
sovereign in Europe and there is proba- 
bly no reigning family to which he is not 
,elated. As his great grandmother was 
a sister of George III of England, he is 
a second usin once removed to Queen 
Viotoria and shares all her ancestry save 
that through Queen Charlotte and the 
duchess of Kent. He has as much of the 
blood of the Plantagenets, the Tudors and 
the Stuarts in his veins as Queen Victoria 
has in hers, perhaps even more so, for, 
whereas he, through his mother, is de 
scended from King Charles I, through 
the‘latter’s daughter, Henrietta, duchess 
of Orleans, Queen Victoria can only claim 
descent from the Stuarts through a 
daughter of King James I. 

Prince Victor's younger brother, Prince 
Louis, presents in every respect a most 
striking contrast to him. Louis is as 
homely as Victor is comely. His private 
character and morals are beyond re- 
proach. He enjoys the respect and regard 
not only of his countrymen but of all the 
foreign courts of Europe, which Victor 
does not. He has hitherto kept himself 
entirely clear of all kinds of political 
movements or agitation, and is now serv- 
ing in the Russian army, a sure way to 
the hearts and regard of his countrymen, 
especially during the present craze in 
France for everything Muscovite. He is 
in command of a cavalry regiment on the 
German frontier of the czar’s dominions. 

The Comte de Paris is at present in 
very poor health. It was only last summer 
that he had to submit to a very serious 
surgical operation, of the same character 
that led to the death of Napoleon III. 
Although little over fifty years of age, 
his hair and beard are almost entirely 
white, and his face bears a‘sad and tired 
expression. He stoops considerabiy, and 
there is nothing sprightly about him eith- 
er in body or mind. If he were permit- 
ted to follow his tastes he would be any- 
thing rather than a political pretender. 
He is passionately fond of literature and 
would, in my opinion, prize far more 
highly a seat in the French academy 
than a. seat on the French throne. He 
has written, severai books, including a 
monumental work on the civil war in 
the United States, ip which he took part 
for a shorf time, being attached to the 
staff of General McCtellan. Of an econom- 
ical disposition—a trait conspicuous in all 
the branches of his family—he deplores 
the expense involved by his »yosition as a 
pretender and the necessity of waintain- 
ing not only # horde of hangers-on, but 
also of subsidizing what is known asgthe 
royalist press in France. Moreover, he 
feels himself hampered by the recollection 
of a very remarkable letter which he 
wrote on the Sth of January, 1871, ad- 
dressed to a certain M. Elsingere, in which 


he professes himself to be an ardent ie. 


publican, The letter contains among 
other things the following sentences: 
“As for me I am infinitely more repub- 
lican than any of my relatives or friends; 
for I have none of their repugnance for 
a republican form of government. I am 
ready to serve my country in the way 
that the latter wishes and I shall always 
loyally recognize as the oniy legal govern- 
ment of France that one which my. fel- 
low countrymen have dlected to reign 
over them.“

MOORE is HERE. 


Brought to Atlanta from Tampa, Florida, 
Yesterday. , 

John Moore, the escaped convict, smoked 
his cigarette and chatted with his oldtime 
bravado style, in his favorite cell at the 


police station again yesterday. 

Back from a trip to Florida and to the 
mines he seemed glad to see his old friends 
once more, and appeared not to regret his 
capture in the slightest degree. 

Moore came in from Tampa, Fla., on the 
early morning train over the Central road 
in company with Policeman Brown of 
Tampa, who had Moore in charge. The 
prisoner was in high spirits and greeted 
several acqnaintances around police head- 
quaters with a smile of recognition, and, 
“Hello, how goes it?“ 

He said he was tired and exceedingly 
sleepy and wanted to take a nap. He for- 
got his desire to sleep, however, when he 

ot inside the prison, He saw so many 
amiliar faces, and was beset by emotions 
produced by old associations, he became 
jolly, and called out to the other prisoners 
in the jail in the merriest sort of style. 

Moore has undergone many severe expe- 
riences since he was last locked up in the 
Atlanta police prison, and he looks older. 

He was in his happiest mood when a Con- 
stitution reporter called on him, and said 
between the puffs at his cigarette, that he 
had received his share of newspaper no- 
toriety, but it didn’t seem to be preying on 
his mind a bit. 

He spoke of his escape from the mines 
as if he had been talking of the adventures 
of some other person. e said it was an 
undesirable experience he had after secur- 
ing his liberty. He was forced to keep in 
hiding. The first night out was spent a 
few miles from the camp. The night fol- 
lowing he and Tom Delk got several miles 
away. They succeeded in changing their 
clothing and getting rid of their shackles. 

They made their way to Atlanta, travel- 
ing the first forty miles on foot. They 
completed the journey on a freight train. 

Moore says he and Delk spent one night 
in Atlanta. They hurried away from here 
fearing discovery and capture. They got 
some money here from friends which car- 
ried ‘them safely to Florida. Once in 
Florida they were comparatively safe. 

In Tampa Moore and Delk secured jobs 
and went under assumed names. Moore 
worked at his 8 oo ee and was 

tting along fairly well. 

Moore would probably now be safe in 
Tampa but for Lou McManaman. It will 
be remembered that she was the woman 
who betrayed the men before. Notwith- 
standing this they had her brought to Tam- 
pa. For a time she kept their secret but 
in some way it got out that Harry Glenn 
was John Moore. Chief of Police Bowles 
had received a description of Moore, and he 
began to look into the rumor. f 

Lou McManaman gave me away,” said 
Moore last night. The chief of police got 
her drunk and she gave me away.” 

Moore tells an interesting story about his 
from the mines. * 

“Ten of us escaped,” said he, “by tun- 
neling out. You see, we work by task, and 
if we complete our tasks in half a day we 
have a half holiday. During our leisure 
time we tunneled out. We had to dig for 
thirty feet and it took us three weeks to 
do it. There was no one to discover us as 
the guard was at the entrance to the mine.” 

Moore says he does not know where Delk 
is. He says he is not in Tampa. He will 
be sent to the mines today. 


STEALING A NEWSPAPER. 


Results in a Very Amusing Scene in the 
Courtroom Yesterday. 

Williara Matthews, a negre boy, was placed 
on trial Saturday morning in Judge West- 
morelaud’s court for stealing a copy of The 
Constitution. 

The young rogue when he was brought 
inte the ccurtrocm stoutly protested his 
innocence. There wus a look of injured 
martyrdom en bis face as he entered his 
pica of uot guilty, The trial proceeded 
end before. the witnesses had finisbed their 
testimony it became a matter of simple 
daylight that the colored youngster was 
guilty of the offence of simple larceny. 

The prosecutor in the case was Mr. Wil- 
liam Brunner. He had missed his paper 
for several days and was vexed at the in- 
convenience thereby occasioned. Accordingly 
an officer of the law was appointed to watc 
the premises and to ascertain the real cause 
of the difficulty. 

He was not long in unraveling the mys- 
tery and arriving at the true solution. The 
ne was caught one morning in the act 
and was straightway mabbed by the police- 
man.

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He Talks Interestingly About Georgla’s 
| Criminal Laws. 


GOOD REASONS FOR THE REVISION. 


He Wes First to Agitate the Revision in 
the Legidleture—Some Remarka- 
ble Instances. 


The lawyers of Atlanta and the entire 
state are very much interested in the 
tendency of legislation towards a complete 
revision of the criminal laws of Georgia. 

Hon Eb T. Williams first agitated this 
question in the halls of state legislation in 
the session before the last. At the last 
session of the general assembly there were 
several bills introduced bearing along this 
line, and one of them was favorably re- 
ported by the committee and is now pend- 
ing between the two houses to come up for 
passage at the next session. 

Hon. Eb T. Williams, who has since his 
term in the legislature moved to Atlanta 
and is now prominent in the practice of 
law here, was seen by a Constitution re- 
porter yesterday and asked why the law- 
yers of the state are clamoring so for a re- 
vision of the criminal code. 

“Well, there is a great hecessity for re- 
vising the criminal laws of Georgia, and 
then, they should be bound in a separate 
volume from the civil laws, and this should 
be known. as the ‘penal code of Georgia.’ 

“When I was a member of the house 1 
was the chairman of a committee of five 
from the house and tiiree from the senate 
and reported the necessity for such revis- 
ion and introduced a joint resolution which 
overwhelmingly passed the house, but our 
Farmers’ Alliance friends in the senate 
said that they had appropriated too much 
money for other purposes and they voted 
against it as a rule. 

“Now, in the first place, our criminal 
laws have not been revised sipce 1833 
and this was a revision of 1817, so you see 
we are about sixfy years behind in this 
important work. Did you know that there 
are state points in the code concerning 
runaway negroes? There are statutes 
there passed before and just after the war 
which are relics of barbarism and were 
passed to meet the exigencies of those 
days and they are not necessary now. 

Don’t Fit the Crimes. 

“Again the punishments are not propor- 

tioned to crimes. Now let us see. Give 


your servant 50 cents to go down town, 
and buy something for you; he spends it for 


his own use, you make a demand on him 
for the money and he refuses to pay— 
there is larceny after trust and it requires 
the time of the superior court 
which costs $100 a day to the tax pay- 
ers, while in session, and the punishment 
would be from one to four years. 

“Again, by section 4414 of the code, lar- 
ceny from the house of any ‘goods, money, 
chattels, wares or merchandise, or any 


other article or thing of value under $50, is 


a misdemeanor and is punished under sec- 
tion 4310 of the code. 

“By section 4406 of the code simple larceny 
where the property stolen is a note, due 
bill, bank-ball, or any paper securing the 
payment of money, it is felony, and pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitetiary 
from one to four years. 

The stealing of a bank note for $1 out- 
side of a building or house is a felony, 
while stealing from a bouse any- 
thing under 850 is a misdemean- 

r. -Again, under the present law. 
the stealing of $2,000,000 in gold or sil- 
ver lying out of doors is a misdemeanor, 
while the larceny of paper money in the 
nature of a due bill, bank bill, ete., is a 
felony and punished by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary, but if it is gold or silver 
it is 2 mere misdemeanor unless stolen 
from a house or the person. 

Now, these are but a few of the in- 
consistencies of our criminal laws. The 
whole classification of murder, manslaugh- 
ter, eta, needs revision. Again, by making 
heavy penalties for little offences you are 
filling the penitentiaries when these people 
ought to be made to work out their offences 
in the counties where the crime is commit- 
ted. You send them off to the penitentia- 
ry and they are frequently made hardened 
criminals, and many of them never find 
their way back to their homes, when they 
would retern and make good citizens. 

A Great Saving. 


“It would save the state over $100,000 
in six months if these punishments were 
reduced, and instead of filling the superior 
courts with petty trials, they could be tried 
in the county courts or plead guilty and 
work out their fines or pay them, in either 
event the counties would get the benefit. 

in, these heavy punishments are not 
just. They are unchristian, and the great 
state of Georgia cannot afford to barter in 
human liberty and blood. It is a 2 
shame to see. as I did some time ago, a 
court and solicitor whose hearts were over- 
flowing with sympathy, when a poor un- 
fortunate creature had written the name 
of his 8 and procured a pair of 
$1.50 shoes. He was tried for forgery— 
a felony—lowest punishment, two years in 
the penitentiary, and the court sat helpless. 
though his heart was indignant at the cruel 
injustice done a fellow man. * 

„Ves, let these laws be revised and pun- 
ishments be proportioned to the grade of 
offences. We are not living under the 
laws of Draco and Solon. when to steal a 
pin was desth, but under the great, mercifyl
